The Theatre Royal, of which Hongkong 
has greatreason to be proud, and commodi- 
ous lulls, St. George's and St. Andrew's, 
for public gatherings of a social or busi- 
ness nature, ocenpy the centre and west 
end of this maguificent pile-of buildings, 
and the Chamber of Commerce too finds 
here an abiding place. ‘The elozuat 
fountain‘in front of the Hall was a-gitt.
